BODIES OF TWO FLYERS, LOST 
14 MONTHS, FOUND IN QUEBEC 


Indians Reach Roberval With Parts 
of Piane’s Wings; Trapper 
Also Reports Discovery.

Christmas stockings in St. Louis, 


and that no family here may go 
hungry, thousands of Post-Dispatch 
readers annually join, through their 
contributions, in this act of hos- 
pitality to those less favored. This 
year, with an unusyal need (for 
such an institution the Christ- 
mas Festival, unusual generosity 
was shown. 

The givers, whether of dollars 
or of dimes, may rest assured that 
their gifts did all that money can 
do, when skilfully expended, to 
keep loneliness and want away 
from the homes where, without 
such help,. Christmas might mean 
little. 

An important part of the work, 
done in advance of Christmas day, 
was the distribution of 5000 bas- 
kets of food for as many house- 
holds. Chickens, a half-dozen 
vegetables, coffee, milk, sugar, fruit 
and candy were in the _  ciosely 
packed baskets, and furnished not 
only a Christmas dinner, but other 
meais, for old and young. 

And besides this help and hap- 
Ppiness, diffused in homes, came 
the concentrated enjoyment of the 
Festival, with its toys, its music. 
its color, its pageant and panto- 
mime. : 

Arrive Before Sunrisc. 

The toys came first. Probably 
they were first in the minds of the 
children who were waiting along 
Washington boulevard, and around 
the corner on Jefferson avenue. 
long before the late midwinter sun- 
rise of Christmas morning. 

Before $8 o'clock, policemen were 
keeping straight and compact a 
line which stretched “arong the? 
sidewalk for the long block west 
of the Coliseum entrance, and 
turned on Beaumont street. Those 
who held tickets, distributed Tueg- 
day pt the city playgrounds, had 
the right of way in the line. 

Some were neglected and thinly 
clad, but this was not the rule. In 
most cases, coats, caps and mittens 
cave all the protection thet the 
mild December weather required. 
Some were noticeably well dressed 
—a reminder -that parents often 
sacrifice their own appearance und 
comfort to their children, and that 
many families who are now in 
need, or near the point of need, 
had all the necessaries of life not 
so long ago. There were many 
Negro children, but a survey of the 
line, and later of the crowd in the 
hall, showed that white children 
were in the majority. 

Rising Sun Falls on Tree. 

The gift distributers, flanked by 
tall boxes of toys and candy, were 
in line when the children began to 
enter soon after 8 o’clock. Eager 
hands, stretched out from the ad- 
vancing line, were met by welcom- 
ing hands from the other side of 
the light barriers. Candy, a horn, 
a subber ball that would just fit 
in the end of the inverted horn, 
caps and picture books, were the 
gifts to most of the children. For 
the first time, the boys received 
footballs, while the older girls got 
handsome handbags. . 

First comers filled the balcony, 
and later lines did a joyous ascent 
to the gallery. Every holder of a 
football, as soon as he found a 
seat, applied the rubber tube to his 
lips, and after the proces¢# of in- 
flation, laced the ball. Because so 
many lusty lungs expended their 
contents in blowing up footballs. 
the horns made noticeably less 
noise tHan in former years. Still, 
there was din enough, and some of 
the horns had more air pressure 
than they could stand, so that blow- 
outs occurred here and there. 

The great tree, In the southeast 
eorner of the floor, seemed to have 
been located with an accurate 
knowledge of uhere the sun would 
enter, for when the sun did appeer, 
the green branches and their white 
frosting were exactly in line with it. 

Air-Minded Demonstration. 

Soon after 9 o’clock the big horn 
and mouthpiece men of the Fes- 
tival band were doing their melo- 
dious best. About this time, too, 
Boy Scouts moved about the rows 
of seated guests, distributing print- 
ed programs. Some of the chil- 
Gren held the programs iong 
enough to read them. Others, 
without taking time out for the 
perusal process, began fashioning 
hand-made gliders. Through the 
air, at all altitudes, sailed the 
white paper planes, and many of 
‘them crashed harmlessly against 
the hats of committee workers -or 
the biue coats of the musicians. 
In walking within range of the 
ameteur aircraft makers, it was 
just as well to wear glasses, or to 
turn one’s hatbrim down a little.

Error in Spelling Test 
Indicates | Unemployed 
Youth as the Author of 
the Notes.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 26.— 
Charles L. Duncan, 23 years old, 
was sentenced to two and a half 
years in the Missouri penitentiary 
by Judge Ralph 8S. Latshaw'« to- 
day on a plea of guilty to attempt- 
ed extortion from R. A. Long, 
wealthy lumberman. 

Duncan, arrested Wednesday, 
confessed last night, officers said, 
that -he had sent two letters to 
Long demanding $25,000 in bills 
be dropped at a designated street 
corner. He was apprehended 
when he stepped forward to pick 
up a decoy package tossed out by 
detectives. 

The youth expressed a desire to 
enter a plea of guilty this morn- 
ing and was taken before Judge 
Latshaw, who pronounced the 
maximum sentence provided by 
Missouri statute. 

The information filed against 
Duncan specifically charged at- 
tempted third degree robbery. 

In passing sentence, Latshaw told 
Duncan he appeared to be normal 
mentally, and asked if there was 
anything wrong with him. The 
youth replied that he was normal. 

Before going into court with his 
brother and a sister, Duncan was 
questioned by an. tant prosecu- 
tor who said the youth told him he 
didn't believe his extortion plot 
would succeed from the first, but 
that he had been out of work since 
April, and thought it “worth try- 
ing, anyway.” 

Charles Edwards, chairman of 
the Crime Prevention Bureau of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and De- 
tective-Lieutenant E. L. Nelson said 


last night Duncan had confessed 


he threatened death to the million- 
aire head of the Long-Bell Lumber 
Co. in two notes., 

In a handwriting test, they said, 
the youth misspelled street and 
curhing, peculiarities of the message 
to Long directing disposition of the 
$25,000. 

They quoted his sentence: “I 
saw a drunken man lying in the 
streat by the curbon.” Duncan con- 
fessed, they said, when confronted 
with the identical spelling. 

Long gave the letters, post - 
marked Dec. 17 and Dec. 22, to Ed- 
wards and declined a special guard. 

. Edwards, his face muffled in his 
overcoat collar and witha rifle be-| 
neath the laprobe on his knees, 
rode by the intersection at the spe- 
cified time Wednesday afternoon 
and threw out a decoy package. 

Five patrol cars closed in on the 
area. Duncan started from the 
shadow of a colonnade toward the 
package, police said, and then. ob- 
serving a patrol squad. moved 
away. He protested his innocence 
for 20 hours. 

The prisoner’s widowed mother. 
Mrs. Nola E. Duncan, wept last 
night when informed of her son's 
confession. The youth, she said, 
was an epileptic. !

ROME, Dee. 26.—Official an- 
nouncement by the Fascist Govern- 
ment of three groups of political 
arrests has deeply impressed pub- 
lic opinion in Italy.

The bul- 
letin whieh announced the arrests 
started with the words: “The spe- 
cial section of the Ovra of the

so on. 


This is the first time the Ovra 
has been mentioned officially or 
unofficially. .

Nobody knows. 

American newspapers represent- 
atives, asked at the Foreign Of- 
fice. “We do’ not know. This is 
the first we have heard of it,” was 
the answer they received. Not 
even the editors of the Fascist 
jourpals who praise the detective 
work of the Ovra know what the 
word means. 

Nervous people Bay one never 
knows when he is next to a nem- 
ber of the Ovra; its agents they 
whisper, are everywhere; in the of- 
fice; the kitchen, and certainly in 
the janitor’s box downstairs.

APPARENTLY BY METEOR’S FALL 


Hundreds of Persons See Flash of 
Light and Feel Detonation on 
Christmas Eve.

LEWISTON, Idaho, Dec. 26.— 
Expert oLinion was divided today 
as to whether residents of 12 towns 
in Northern Idaho could ever prove 
a meteor struck in the area Christ- 
mas eve. 

Hundreds of persons agreed a 
mysterious light flashed across the 
sky about 9:45 o’clock Wednesday 
night and that it was followed by 
an explosion resembling the deto- 
nation of a large shell, but con- 
crete evidence was lacking. 

Dr. O. J, Moorehead, Kendrick, 
Idaho, an amateur astronomer, 
said he was certain the metear, if 
it was a meteor, exploded in the 
air.  He’watched its fiery course, 
he said, and the light grew dim as 
it nedred the horizon. Just before 
the explosion. other witnesses said, 
the flare seemed to split into four | 
parts; as if it had divided in the 
sky. : 

Prof. F. B. Laney of the Uni- 
versity of Idaho, on the other hand, 
said he thought a meteor hit the 
earth, probably 20 or 30 - miles 
southeast of Moscow, at which 
the university is situated.

was 66 years old. 

Before her marriage in. 1898 
Mrs. Gould was an actress, known 
on the stage as Viola Katherine 
Clemmons. She also was the au- 
thor of a novel and contributed to 
periodicals. 

She was born in Illinois, but 
spent her girlhood in California, 
where her stage career began at 
the Grand Opera House in San 
Francisco in 1886. While touring 
England she was thrown from a 
horse and seriously hurt in at- 
tempting a jump on the stage. Her 
principal thegtrical ventures were 
sponsored by the late William F. 
Cody, “Buffalo Bill.” 


Her marriage to Howard Gould 
was the climax of a four-year 
courtship during which their 
names were frequently linked in 
the news. Many thought Gould 
was risking the loss of $10,000,000 
as the will of his father, Jay 
Gould, stipulated any child who 
marricd against the wishes of a 
majority of the trustees would lose 
half of his inheritance. No effort 
was made to curtail his inherit- 
ance. 

The pair spent much of the time 
they lived together on the yacht 
Niagara, where they entertained, 
among others, the former Kaiser 
William II and the late Czar Nich- 
olas of Russia. 

In 1909 Mrs. Gould obtained a 
legal separation after a triaj in 
which she was exonerated of seri- 
ous counter charges. She received 
$36,000 a year. During her resi- 
dence here she was active in phil- 
anthropic work.

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Association Against Prohibi- 
tion Attributes Court Conges- 
tion to 18th Amendment. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 26,-—Upon 
the dry laws the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment today heaped the blame for 
all Federal Court congestion and 
for the entire increase in the num- 
ber of Federal prisoners since 192%. 
A statistical pamphiet released 
by the association estimated the 
number of prohibition prisoners 
now in Federal, State and county 
penal institutions at 60,000. it 


contended prison and penitentiary 
statistics did not give a measure of 
the crime problem, for “only @ 
small proportion of those convicted 
are given felony sentences.” 

It termed “an example of misin- 
formation” an assertion made last 
year by President Hoover that only 
a small proportion of felony cases 
could be attributed to the eight- 
eenth amendment for, it added, “88 
per cent of the prohibition violators 
sentenced in Federal Courts are 
misdemeanants and not felons.” 

“Prohibition cases now account 
for two-thirds of all criminal cases 
in the Federal courts,” said the as- 
sociation, adding the total! last year 
was 56,455. The inorease in civic 
cases with the United States partic - 
ipating, since 1920, was set at 347 
per cent but excluding prohibition 
actions the gain was counted as 
only 117 per cent. 

“From 90 to 95 per cent of all 
the criminal convictions secured in 
prohibition cases are on pleas of 
guilty,”’ said the association, “from 
8000 to 10,000 pending prohibition 
cases a year have been ‘nollie 
prossed,’ yet in spite of this whole- 
sale weeding out of inactive cases, 
pending cases still number between 
18,000 and 21,000. This brief sum- 
mary * * *’indicates that the whole 
process is futile and costly.’’ 

The pamphlet presented an esti- 
mate of the cost of “adequate pro- 
hibition enforcement” totaling 
$100,000,000 a year with abolition 
of jury trials in all dry law cases 
and $350,000,000 with jury hearing. 

“Apart from war-time cases, 
based on the espionage act and se- 
lective draft as well as prohibition,” 
it said, “‘the increase in normal 
criminal cases from 1920-1929 is 
shown to have been only 3.9 per 
cent—less than half the rate of in- 
erease in the population of the 
United States.”

POTSDAM, N. Y., Dec. 26.—The 
death of Mrs. Margaret Reynolds, 
82 years old, a widow, whose body 
was found cut and bruised in her 
home at North Lawrence, where 
she lived with a partly disabled 
sister, Miss Rose Ann O'Donnell, 
80, today is under investigation. 

The body was found by a neph- 
ew, Anthony O'Donnell, when he 
went to the house yesterday to ex- 
tend Christmas greetings. He 
found Miss O’Donnell, he told po- 
lice, in a daze in the kitchen of 
the home. The Coroner said the 
woman had been dead at least 24 
hours. A bruise extended the 
length of her face, one eye was in- 
jured, the mouth cut and there 
were many bruises on the chest 
and abdomen. Miss O’Donnell said 
she was awakened during the 
night—she was uncertain whether 
it was Tuesday or Wednesday 
night—by the pressure of some- 
thing lying across her body, When 
she investigated, she said, she 
found her sister's body.

terly sincere, though Geoffrey 
West, along with many of the rest 
of us, is not willing to go so far, 
believing that Wells will “conquer 
his apparent impermanence by the 
vitality of his genius.” Through- 
out the work the nature of .that 
genius is made clear. It is not 
that Wells is to be regarded as a 
social prophet whose visions are 
destined ‘to become social reality. 


His genius, so his biographer would/ 


apparently agree, is of another na- 
ture than that of the clairvoyant 
seer; and a conceivably wiser fu- 


ture may look back upon him as a}, 


groper in the darkness. It will 
be the fact of the darkness and 
the nature of the groping therein 
that can scarcely fail to be appre- 
clated by a wise posterity. . 

Noi that the possible future fame 
of Wells really matters. What mat- 
ters is the present fact, that the 
darkness is deep and that there 
are daring and powerful intelli- 
gences, of which Wells is one of 
the most notable, that strive to 
make men realize and think about 
that darkness. To employ a hum- 
ble figure, they are like ‘cat-whis- 
kers feeling out tentatively the pos- 
sible ways ahead for the truly feline 
indirection of the world’s very per- 
jilous advance. It is not asa clair- 
voyant seer, but as a scientific 
critic of social processes that Wells 
is great. ‘The limits of his seer- 
ship were made painfully apparent, 
when, during the first wild year of 
the World War he became almost 
if not quite as hysterical in his 
view of the situation as did the 
mob at large. Also, the fact that 
in 1919 he was “disillusioned,” as 
Geoffrey West points out, by the 
tragi-comedy at Versailles hardly 
indicates the indubitable seer, but 
rather more than a touch of the 
very human sentimentalist. In his 
reading of history, as Set forth in 
the justly famous ‘“Outline,’’ the 
future will find blind spots enough, 
no doubt. . 

But of Wells as a quester after liv- 
able social truth there will be 
something else to say; and it is 
Geoffrey West’s appreciation of 
that something else that makes his 
study notable.

While it is true that the St. Louis 

eam outplayed the visitors for the 

‘rreater portion of the game, suc- 
cess could never have been ob- 
tained had not Hill been switched 
to the right halfback position. One 
of the bright features of the game, 
from the St. Louis viewpoint, was 
the duel between Guthbert and Hill 
throughout the second half and 
Hill didn’t come off second best. 
Cuthbert is the man who initiates 
the Chicago team’s attack. He is 
this season at the height of his 
game, prebably one of the best for- 
wards in America, and it became a 
question of breaking up his game 
or taking defeat by a good-sized 
score. Hill, it seemed, knew Cuth- 
bert’s style. He made his every 
piay with one purpose, to prevent 
Cuthbert from working up his 
combination of short passing with 
McLean. 

Two minutes after going to the 
task, Hill had established an un- 
derstanding with Joe Hand, the 
fullback who supported him, and 
the result was that the Brickies’ 
left wing, the pride of the team, 
was practically useless.

PECAN PRALINES FEATURED 
AN_HOLIDAY COOKERY 


These Rich Confections Possess 
Appetite Appeal.in a Large 
Way. 

One of the delicious nut goodies 
is the’ pecan praline. This sweet 
is a Creole confection which ‘Ys 


especially featured by the amateur 
camdymakers of New Orleans, 
, A very successful recipe for this 
sweetmeat calls for three cups 
sugar, three-fourths cup of milk, 
two tablespoons butter, one tea- 
spoon vanilla and one cup pecan 
meats. 

Mix two cupfuls of the sugar 
with the milk and let it boil gently. 


Meanwhile caramelize the remain- 


ing cupful of sugar in a heavy ket- 
tle, stirring to prevent burning, 
and when all.lumps have dissolved, 
stir it slowly into the first mixture, 
stirring constantly. Cook until the 
temperature 328 degrees F. is 
reached, or until it forms a soft 
ball when dropped into cold water. 

Then remove it from the fire, 
put in the buter and cool until 
lukewarm.

of cook books; the children’s room 
has its own library. Each bedroom 
has its favorite volumes for luxuri- 
ous reading in bed, and a collection 
of the right books in a guest room 
is a thoughtful welcome. _ 

In a permanent home, built-in 
bookshelves are the most logical 
and can make any plan interesting. 
In transient quarters, modern sec- 
tional bookcases may be used. 

In most room designs they are 
best in pairs, flanking the fireplace, 
preferably or on each side of a 
window or door. Striking rooms 
can be achieved with book shelves 
from door to ceiling in each corner. 

In planning shelves, allow differ- 
ent heights, especially at the bot- 
tom, for larger books. Leave plen- 
ty of room for the new books, fill- 
ing up the space temporarily with 
pewter, figurines or pottery. 

Lining the shelves with color 
makes effective backgrounds. for 
books and helps harmonize them 
with the room color scheme. Char- 
treuse, tomato, Chinese red, tur- 
quoise blue, s{iver and gold are 
especially pleasing.
